A BITTER CONTROVKItSY. 
London, Deo. 5.— While message 
of welcome anil congratulation are la: 
illg showered upon Stanley and Kniill 
from all parts of the civilized world, th 
[Trench and German press arc engaged 
in a hitter war of words over the ex- 
plorers' achievements. The controversy 
began in an article published in a 
French paper lauding .Stanley and de- 
riding Einin, whose helpless condition, 
previous to his rescue by Stanley, till 
paper asserted was the result of his 
cowardice, and whose vaunted eiviliz 
ing influence had really never extended 
beyond the confines of his own lent 
such oilier habitation us he chain 
to occupy. This tirade was sufficient 
to arouse the editors of several 
German journals, who declared that 
Stanley had appropriated to himself the 
credit and honor that was due to Elliin, 
and predicted the report that Emin 
would make when he should reach the 
coast (where it would be beyond the 
power of Stanley to suppress or garble 
the Pasha's statement), would confirm 
that declaration. Thus the matter 
stands, except that gradually other 
papers on both sides have been drawn 
into the dispute, and tho epithets em- 
ployed ore becoming more worthy of 
the denizens of slums than "moulders of 
public opinion." 

AUSTRALIAN KKIiKKATIox. 
Recently agreements have been 
reached by the various authorities of 
Australia on the question of federation, 
so strongly advocated by Sir Henry 
Parks, which foreshadow almost the 
absolute certainty tliut the project will 
very shortly take a serious form. Many 
of the details agreed upon, it is stated 
upon giind authority, have had the effect 
to completely overcome most of the ob- 
jections raised by Victorians, and their 
objections are now entirely removed. 
Australian federation must in the near 
future become an accomplished fact. 

A LIBKRAL REFORMER. 

Henry L. VV. Dawson, liberal mem- 
ber of parliament for the west division 
of St. Pnnerus, has announced his in- 
tention to introduce at next session u 
bill to abolish the sale of liquors in any 
of the parliament buildings. The intro- 
duction of a measure of this kind will 
mark the beginning of a stubborn light 
on the part of the young tory element, 
in which they will be assisted by a for- 
midable number of the older members 
of all parties who are not disposed to 
throw away their privileges and com- 
forts at the suggestion of a professional 
reformer. 

THE KRKSC'll-ITAI.IAN TRADE. 

The Italian Government is earnestly 
considering the matter of abolishing the 
prevailing duties upon trade across the 
french-Italiaji frontier, which question 
is also under advisement by the E'lteuoli 
Government. Eight praiiiinaut mer- 
chants of Berlin have been lined an ag- 
gregate sum of $40,000 for evading the 
payment of the tax. 

IN AID OF THE ORPHANS. 

The King of Wurtembltrg has do- 
nated a large sum of money to the es- 
tablishment of a fund for the orphans of 
the soldiers of his arn.y. 

PURIFYING London's SLUMS. 

The crusade which has been carried 
on for Home time past against the land- 
lords whe maintain tenants in the con- 
gested districts, whose condition is in- 
imical to health, has been productive 
f good results far beyond the expecta- 
tions of the most sanguine of the cru- 
iders, who with the assistance of the 
county council have compelled the clos- 
ing or renovation of a large number of 
houses recking with disease spreading 
tilth.

I understand Mr. Fletcher is now 
calling lenders for carrying a 
mail from P.ovelstoko to Nelson 
during the winter, an absurd move on 
his part. Every one here is aware of 
the extreme difficulty of that route 
dvir!)lg winter, which at times is almost 
impracticable owing to the river and 
lakes being only partially closed. 

The proper ailu most feasible winter 

route is by Runner's Ferry to the North- 
ern Pacilie, which can be reached from 



feet wide, mostly high grade ori^ 
tabling native silver mid black sulphides 
of silver, samples of which have assayed 
10,370 ounces per ton.

The ore 
has proved to be richer and in greater 
juantities than near the surface. 

A noticeable instance of this is in the 
"Krao," in which a shaft was sunk to a 
pthof75 foot during the summer, From 
the surface to a depth of .'{Oft. the galena, 
inccntrating ore was found to con- 
tain 40 to (it) oz. of silver per ton. 
After that depth the gunguo was found 
to contain copper pyrites, which proved 
to be rich, containing native silver anil 
some ruby silver. The ledge was found 
to be twelve feet wide with mineral 
throughout, and a good strong vein witli 
even indication of going down. 

The claims south of this one on the 
same ledge all show very well, contain- 
ing mostly high grade ore. They are 
the Crow Fledgling, Now Then, Cres- 
cent and Eden, extending to Coffee 
Creek, t (Instance of 7,">()0 feel. Recent 
work in the Eden has uncovered a line 
body of carbonates. Owing to the want 
of pumping and hoisting machinery, 
work on the Krao has been discontinued 
for the winter, the water being more 
than could be handled conveniently at 
the present depth of the shaft. 

The Little Donald has been at work 
during the summer, and bus made im- 
portant developments. The ore is of a 
high grade, and by sorting can be 
shipped profitably, even at the present 
high rates fur transportation. This 
company Intend working during the 
winter, and are erecting a whim for 
that purpose, The depth of their shaft 
is about 75 feet, and the very perfect 
walls are indications of the permanence 
of this ledge, on which are several other 
claims, viz., the Maestro and Spokane, 
also three fractions, all containing the 
same character of ore. 

The "Spokane," owned by the Pacific 
Bullion Mining Co., of Spokano Falls, 
have been prosecuting work in their 
shaft and drifted therefrom, disclosing a 
line block of marketable ore. Most 
likely a tunnel will be driven this win- 
ter into the ledge to tap it at a greater 

depth. 

The "Number One," which was lately 
bonded by some San Francisco mining 
men, is now at work and the claim will 
be thoroughly prospected during the win 
tor. 

The "Ayesha," on the north side of 
Cedar Creek, shows a remarkably line 
body of ore. The shaft is six feet wide 
— all galena and carbonates. This with 
the adj. lining claim, the "Kismet," 
promises to be among the great claims 
in this section. 

The "Gallagher," with the exception 
of shipping thirteen tons of carbonates 
has not been worked during the summer 
The returns from the shipment were 120 
oz. silver per ton. 

It WOUld lengthen this letter t 

much tu enumerate all the promising 
prospects which have been found in 
this vicinity, mosl of which have had 
more or less work performed on them, 
tin- show ings being very encouraging. 

On the east side \,f the lake the 
Kootenay Milling and Smelting Co., 
under the superintendence of Dr. Hcild- 
ryx, have been engaged in running a 
tunnel from the lake and into the "Blue 
Hell," having a power Ingersoll drill 
worked by an air conductor. Very good 
progress has been made. What is 
known as ledge No. I has been reached. 
The tunnel will be continued until the 
second ledge is reached, which at n 
higher level shows ore Nil feet wide. 
Mr. A. I!, tf endfyx, accompanied by Dr. 
Eberts, have recently paid the initio a 
visit with the view of determining on 
the advisability of erecting a smelter on 
I he property. 'This work will probably 
be prosecuted in the spring. This work, 
together with concentrating works ami 
mill, which Messrs. MoCrae, Giegerich 
and Wheeler are desirous of building, 

will most likoly depend on the remission 

of the duty on mining machinery which 
is not manufactured in Canada, This 
duty is certainly a very seasons draw- 
back to the i iiling interests of the 
whole of the piovinco. it is strange that 
the Federal Government cannot take a 
coiiinioii-.scii.se view of the situation and 
sec how seriously such a duty interferes 
with our prosperity. 

At tho lower camp (Nelson) the Silver 
King has been prosecuting work vigor- 
ously, and have demonstrated that the 
ore chute is increasing in extent the 
deeper it is sunk. The grade of the 
ore appears to be all that can be desired, 
i have not learned what the return has 
been from a recent shipment from this 
mine of 17 tons. 

On Fngle Creek the work on the Poor 
Man gold ledge has been pushed ahead 
by Messrs. Davenport ,t Neil. Rich 
Ore is reported in considerable quan- 
tities. They have decided lo further 
develop tin: mine during the winter, 
and. not erect their mill until spring. 

White it Buohtltinn have been at 
work on their claim, near the "Poor 
Man," anil arc gelling out rich rock of 
the same character as the last. 

Several other gold Muds are reported 
in that vicinity, and on the heads of 
Royet and Forty-nine creeks. What 
their value may ho is as yet doubtful, 
but they are supposed lo be good.

Bibles, pocket and teachers', from 
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Nkw York, Dee. 1. — The Herald will 
to-morrow print a letter from Henry M. 
Stanley, which was handed to the 
Herald correspondent at Msuiwah, 
November ,'i. In the letter Mr. Stanley 
says that looking back over what has 
been accomplished, he sees no reason for 
discontent. Over and above happy 
ending of their appointed duties, they 
had not, been unfortunate in geographi- 
cal discoveries. "Aruwinui river is now- 
known from its source to Bourne; the 
great Congo forest, covering as large an 
area as Franco ami thu Iberian penin- 
sula, can now he certilied as an absolute 
fact; the Mountains of the Moon have 
been located, Ruwinzori, or "Cloud 
King," robed in eternal snow, has been 
seen and explored, Mounts; Cordon, 
Bennett, and Mackinnon cones be- 
ing but giant sentries warding 
off the approach to the inner area 
of "Cloud King ;" the connection be- 
tween Albert Edward Nynnza and Al- 
bert Nyanza has been discovered, and 
the extent of the former lake is now 
known for the first time. Range after 
range of mountains have been traversed, 
separated by such tracts of pasture land 
as would make American cowboys wild 
with envy. Right under the burning 
equator we have fed on blackberries and 
quenched*our thirst with crystal water 
fresh from snow feds. Wc also have 
been able to add nearly (i,000 square 
miles of water to Victoria Nyanza. Our 
naturalist will expatiate on the new 
species of animals and birds and plants 
lie has discovered. 

"It will take us all we know to say 
what new stores of knowledge have 
been gathered from unexpected discov- 
eries. This certainly has been the most 
extraordinary expedition I erer have 
led into Africa. A veritable divinity 
seems to have hedged us while we jour- 
neyed. I say it with all reverence, it 
impelled us whither it would, ef- 
■d its own will but nevertheless 
guided and protected us." 

Stanley then goes on to tell at length 
of the sufferings of the rear columns 
ifter disobeying his instructions ; tho 
terrible experience of the advance 
column which was lost in the brush and 
the six-days' search which bo had to 
find it ; the. death of Jameson and 
others ; the seizure of Emin Pasha and 
Jephson by rebels ; their rescue, etc., 
and adds Jephson's own letters will de- 
scribe his anxiety. 

"Not until both were in my camp, 
and the Egyptian fugitives safe under 
our protection, did I begin to see I was 
only carrying out a higher plan than 
mine. Not one officer who was with 
me will forget the miseries he has en- 
dured, yet every one that started from 
home destined to march with the ad- 
vance column and share its wonderful 
adventures, is here to-day safe, sound 
and well." 

Referring to tho terrible -privations 
through which they lived, Stanley says; 
"This was not duo to me any more 
I han to the courage with which they 
have borne all that was imposed upon 
them by their surroundings, or the 
cheery energy which they bestowed on 
their work, or tho hopeful voices which 
rang in the ears of deafening multitude 
of blacks and urged the poor souls to 
their goal. 

"The vulgar will call it luck, unbe- 
lievers will call it chance, but deep 
down in each heart remains the feeling 
that of a verity there arc more things 
in heaven aud earth than are dreamed 
of in common philosophy." 

BERIOUS ACCIDENT TO EMIN. 
ZANZIBAR, Dec. 5. — After enduring 
the hardships of many years' residence 
in the interior of Africa, and the dangers 
of his journey to the sea, it lias been the 
lale of Emin Pasha to receive an injury 
which is likely to result in his death. 
Tlio Pasha is very near-sighted, and 
habitually wears glasses. To-day he 
attempted to go about his room with- 
out them, and unconsciously walked 
out of the window, falling Home 
distance to the ground, lie was picked 
up and conveyed into tho house, where 
it was found he had sustained a fracture 
of the skull, which all of the doctors of 
Bogamio, except Stanley's own, pro- 
claim fatal. Stanley's opinion of his 
colleague is that Fanin is in a very crit- 
ical condition, but he expresses the hope 
that he may be able to nave his life. As 
it is, the Pasha cannot under the most 
favorable circumstances be removed 
from Bogamio for at least ten days. 
WISSMAMN'S MEETING WITH STANLEY. 

Berlin, Dee. 5.— Capt. Wissman re-

President of the Southern 
Confederacy 



Passes Away at Ills Old Home In New 
Orleaus-Another Prominent Figure 
lu 1). S. History (ione. 



New Orleans, Dec (i. — Jefferson 
Davis died here at 12:45 this morning, 

Jefferson Davis, president of the 
Southern Confederacy, and one of the 
most prominent figures in the politics of 
the Southern States, was born in Chris- 
tian County, Kentucky, on June 3rd, 
1808. Tho son of a soldier, he early 
evinced a fondness for a military career. 
He was first a pupil at the Transylvania 
College, Kentucky, but left in 1 824 on bis 
appointment by President Monro to the 
it. S. military academy. Graduating 
in 18'28 be saw hard service in sev- 
eral Indian wars, and then resigning bis 
commission abruptly, he married, after 
a romantic elopement, the daughter 
of Zucliary Taylor. Settling down as a 
cotton planter, he pursued a 
life of study and retirement 
until 1H4.'I, when be entered politics 
during an exciting canvass. In 184S he 
was sent to Congress, where he soon be- 
came prominent as an orator, taking it 
very active part in debate, and speak- 
ing principally on the tariff, the Oregon 
question and military matters. In 
1840 be resigned his seat, 
mid again entered the army, 
to win brilliant fame as a soldier in the 
Mexican wars. In 1848 lie was elected 
a senator, and up to 1850 he was active 
in the discussion of the various phases 
of the slavery question, and in advocat- 
ing the construction of a railway lo the 

Pacific Coast. On January '24, 1881, 

he withdrew from the Senate 
to defend the cause of his 
beloved South, which bo bad spoken 
strongly for in the Senate and on the 
lecture platform. He was elected 
cornmanuer-in-ohief of the Confederate 
army, and soon after exchanged this 
position for that of president of the 
Confederate States. Upon the absolute- 
defeat of the Confederacy by the Union 
arum, he was kept in confinement 
at Fort Monroe for two yeurs, but 
afterwards was released on bail 
and never again brought to trial on thu 
charge of treason first laid against him 
on the close of the war. During the 
last few years of his eventful life he has 
been engaged in literary pursuits at his 
home in the South.

It is hard to imagine a ease in which 
a proprietor is injured by having 111 
.street running through or in front of his 
property improved. It is much mor 
reasonable that the proprietor in that 
case should pay the city than that tli 
city should pay the proprietor. The 
citizens, as a whole, are of com ae bene- 
fited by having the street in any par- 
ticular locality well graded, but the 
advantage which they derive from the 
improvement is small compared wit) 
that enjoyed by the owners of tho pro 
perties through which the street runs 
The practice in some cities ia to levy 
special rate on the properties fronting 
the street on which improvements 
being made. This principle ia a souiu 
one. We are decidedly of opinion that 
the precedent made in the ease of Mrs 
McTavish is a had one. The Corpora 
tion will probably after this lie pestered 
with claims for alleged damage done 
property situated on streets which 
being graded. Nothing is easier than 
for a property holder to represent that 
he or she is injured by street iniprov 
incuts which, when all the ciroumstanc 
are considered, make the property 
more valuable. The complaints of such 
persons are often loud and to some they 
appear plausible. When it is know 
that the Corporation has given 
way anil paid damages in one case, oth 
era who believe that they are quit 
as well entitled to compensation, 
will be stimulated to put in their claims. 
It would be, in our opinion, far better 
policy lor the corporation to take for 
granted that street improvements udd 
to the value of property in every case, 
and if any particular proprietor con- 
aiders himself injured by having a street 
made better, he should be allowed to 
substantiate his claim for damages in a 
court, of law. The law expenses would 
not be very heavy if the case should go 
against the city, which we are satisfied 
would be very seldom indeed, and un- 
reasonable owners of property would 
not be encouraged to prefer claims for 
damages that are wholly imaginary. 
Wc are not fond of litigation, but it ap- 
pears to us that cases ot this kind tire 
likely to be most equitably settled in a 
court of law.

Does President 
Harrison's Administration intend to 
refer the matter of the United States 
claims to sovereignty over Behring's Sea 
to a competent court of arbitration, or 

Iocs it intend to continue to assort its 

ilatm to that sovereignty without deign- 
ing to give an answer to those who pro- 
test against its exercise by the United 
States? Answers to these questions 

unnot be found in the President's mes- 
sage. Whether the Behring's Sea dis- 
pute ia one of those questions between 
tho United States and (Ircat Britain 
that are "in abeyance," or whether it ia 
among those that lire "in course of ad- 
justment," is left to conjecture.

TUE FISHERY QUESTIONS. 

Many of our readers will, no doubt, 
bo uuxious to know precisely what 
President Harrison said in his message 
with icspect to the Fishery Question 
and to the matters in dispute between 
Great Britain and the United States 
generally. On these subjects the tone 
of the message ia friendly, and points to 
an amicable adjustment of all disputes. 
The President was diplomatically re- 
ticent. He did not talk too much, but 
what he did say was satisfactory to all 
who desire the continuance of friendly 
relations between the two countries. 
He said : 

"Tho questions which have arisen 
during the post few years between 
Great Britain and the United States are 
in abeyance, or in the course of adjust- 
ment. On the part of the Government 
of the Dominion of Canada, an effort has 
been apparent during the sense 
ended to administer the laws and 
tions applicable to the fisheries with as 
little occasion for friction as was pos- 
sible, and the temperate representations 
of this Government in respect to cases 
of undue hardship or of harsh interpre- 
tation have been, in most cases, met 
with transitory relief. It is trusted 
that the attainment of our just rights 
under existing treaties and in virtue of 
concurrent legislation of the two con- 
tiguous countries, will not be long de- 
ferred, and that all existing causes of 
difference may be equitably adjusted." 

'This is very good as far as it goes, 
and shows that the American Govern- 
ment is ready to discuss all mutters in 
dispute between it and Great Britain in 
a friendly spirit, hut Britiah Columbi- 
ans WOUld liked to have seen something 

definite in the message on the Behring's 
Sea question. It is most likely one of 
the existing causes of difference alluded 
to which may be "equitably adjusted," 
but it seems a little singular that there 
is not one word in the message from be- 
ginning to end about the Behring's Sou 
and tho American Government's claim 
to exclusive jurisdiction over it. There 
must bo some reason for this reticence. 
There is a paragraph in the document 

about Alaska and its affairs, but not a 

syllable about the soul fishing ami the 
doings of-, tho cruiser Rush. Tho omis- 
sion of any mention of the renewal 
of the teaso • to the Commercial

THE AMERICAN TARIFF. 

It appears from the President's mea- 
Bilge that although at the election, u 
little moro than a year ago, the Repub- 
lican party fought strenuously against 
tariff reform, public opinion in the 
United States is so strongly in favor of 
a reduction of taxation that a revision 
of tho tariff has become a political ne- 
cessity, The Administration has evi- 
dently been forced to adopt the policy 
that the party which placed it in power 
condemned. The passage in tho message 
in which changes of the tariff arc re- 
commended is exceedingly cautious. 
The President evidently knew that he 
was treading on dangerous ground. The 
subject is discussed witii many condi- 
tions and qualifications, but the course 
which the President wishes Congress to 
pursue, ia notwithstanding, indicated 
with sufficient clearness. He says : 

" 1 recommend a revision of our tariff 
law, both in its administrative features 
and in the schedules. . . . Those 
duties necessarily have relation to other 
things besides the public revenue. Wu 
cannot limit their effects by fixing our 
eye3 on tho public treasury alone. They 
have a direct relation to home produc- 
tion, to work, to wages, and tho com- 
mercial independence of our country. 
And the wise and prudent legislator 
should enlarge the field of his vision to 
include all of these. The necessary re- 
duction in our public revenues can, 1 
am sure, be made, without making the 
smaller burden more onerous than the 
larger, by reason of the disabilities and 
limitations w hich the process of reduc- 
tion puts upon both capital and labor. 
The free list can be very sufely extend- 
ed by placing thereon articles that do 
not offer injurious competition to such 
domestic products us our own labor can 
supply.'' 

This timid utterance does not point 
to u sweeping measure of tariff reform, 
but it is fair to infer from it that it is 
proposed to lower the duties on some 
commodities and to make a consider- 
able addition to the free list. The ma- 
jority of Congress cannot move in any 
direction without encountering tierce 
opposition. Every interest in the 
United States, let it he over so small 
or, if fostering it is over so greatly op 
posed to tho general welfare, eon 
siilors itself entitled to tho pro 
tection extended to other interests. 
As soon, then, an a movement is made to 
remove the protective duties from any 
particular industry all connected with 
that industry, directly or indirectly, 
will raise a loud outcry and set every 
influence it can prevail upon or purchase, 
at work to prevent the proposed change 
It is easy to see that the Republican 
tariff reformers have before them a very 
difficult and a most unpleasant task. It 
is not difficult to show that the work is 
contrary to their principles and to their 
pledges expressed and implied. They 
were placed in power for the express 
purpose of preventing any change in 
the liscal policy of the government. Mr. 
( Cleveland in his last message recom- 
mended changes in tho tariff. He de- 
sired Congress to lower the duties on 
the necessaries of life, and in some in- 
stances to take them off altogether, and 
he advocated the policy of placing the 
raw material of manufacture on the free 
list. The Republicans, as a party, op- 
posed these changes, and they made Mr. 
Cleveland's tariff policy the main issue 
at tho presidential election. They were 
victorious. And now that they are in 
power it docs seem singular to see the 
Republican President recommending, in 
a modified form, tho very policy that he 
was elected to oppose. 

But he can hardly help himself. 
Those who have a thorough knowledge 
of the composition of the Republican 
Party in Congress say that a very large 
majority of its members are in favor of 
changes in the tariff, more or lesa ox- 
tensive. Harper's Weekly, which is 
very careful as to the statements it 
makes, says that "among the 1GG Re- 
publican members of the new House of 
Representatives 101 favor tariff revi- 
sion." Tariff revision is the policy of 
the Democratic Party. It is, therefore, 
safe to count upon a largo majority in 
the House of Repi esentatives being in 
favor of tho changes in tho tariff recom- 
mended by President Harrison. 

There is, too, in tho country a very 
large party which demands a reduction 
of the taxes. The Government, the 
spokesmen of thia party contend, has 
no right to take from the people more 
money than it needs for the purposes of 
administration. But it takes from the 
country every month a very great deal 
more money than it needs. It takes so 
much that tho Government does not 
know what to do with it and feols itself 
obliged to make what the President is 
compelled to confess is an improper or 
an impolitic uso of tho money. Thia is 
part of what the President says of the 
uso to which he is forced to put the 
money which his Government receives 

as tuxea: 

"The collection of moneys not needed 
lor public uses Imposes an unnecessary 

burden upon our people, and the pres- 
ence of so large a surplus in the public 
vaults ia a disturbing element in the 
conduct of private business, It has 
called into use expedients for putting it 
into circulation of very questionable 
propriety. We should not collect reve- 
nues for the purpose of anticipating our 

bonds beyond thu requirement* 61 the 
sinking fund. But any unappropriated 
surplus iii the treasury should huso 

used, im there is no other lawful way of 
returning the money, to circulate the 



profits realized by the Government 
oilers substantial advantages. The 
loaning of public funds to tho banks 
without interest upon tho security of 
Government bonds I regard as an un- 
iiuthoriied and dangerous expedient." 

When tho Head of ft Government ia 
thus compelled to condemn his own ad- 
ministrative acta, reform cannot be far 
off. In thia ho only voices tho conclu- 
sion to which intelligent men in all 
parts of tho United States have arrived. 
Tho demand for a reduction of taxation 
is general and it cannot be much longer 
delayed. Tho President recommends 
that the exoiao duty bo taken off to- 
bacco, and ho thinks that if tho duty on 
spirits used for manufacturing purposes 
could bo taken off with safety it ought 
to bo done ; but he is not at all decided 
on this point. 

From tho President's message, then, 
it ia safe to conclude that during the 
present session of Congress considerable 
alterations will be mado in the United 
States tariff. How fur those alterations 
will affect Canadians no one can tell, 
but wo think that any changes in the 
direction of grealor liberality cannot 
but bo beneficial to thia country.

BY-LAW, 

Granting the right and privilege of 
eroding, constructing, maintaining 
and operating a District Telegraph 
System in the City of Victoria, 
Province of British Columbia, to 
tho undermentioned persons or their 
assigns. 

Be it EnaOTRD, by tho Mayor and Council 
of the Corporation of tlio City of Victoria, 
as follows :- 

Section I.- That F.F.CIart. C. tl. Perkins 
and J. v. llclntyro.of Port Townsend, W.T.I 
and F. O. Itlchards, Jr., of Victoria, Prov- 
ince of British Columbia, and their assigns! 
borolnnftor called ''grantees," bound thoy 
hereby arc granted for the period of SO 
years, ihu right and privilege of orootlng, 
constructing, maintaining, and operating 
and using in. along, and over and under 
any and all the streets of the City of 
Victoria, what is known as the District 
Telegraph Bystom, 

Section '.'.-The said grantees shall have 
t he right to and shall erect the poles and 
stretch the wires of their said Telegraph 
System so as not to interfere with the free 
and unobstructed use of the streets for 
travel, and shall erect the poles of their 
telegraph at such points In the streets and 
place the wires of their telegraph at such 
points and ut such height as shall he desig- 
nated by the st reet committee of said city. 
Said poles shall lie dressed and painted In 
a neat and satisfactory manner and shall 
not bo loss than thirty (»!) feet in height 
and properly proportioned throughout, 
subject to the direction and control of the 
committee on street Improvements of said 
oity. 

Suction 3,— That whenever it shall bo- 
coino necessary for I lie erection or repair 
of such telegraph for said grantees to dig 
into or in any manner interfere with any 
public street or any part tlioroof, the 
grantees and their assigns shall have the 
Igllt 8 J to do, and shall without delay put 
the street In as good condition as if was 
before it was so broken up, dug or disturbed, 
and shall remove from thestreet all surplus 
sand, earth, rubbish or other material 
caused thereby. 

Section I.— That whenever any person or 
persons, company or corporation, shall 
have obtained permission of the commit' 00 
on streets and public property to remove 
any building, structure >r edifice through 
any street or Btrcota of said city of Victo- 
ria, with which the lines or wires of the 
grantees shall in any manner interfere, the 
said grantees shall, upon twenty-four hours 
notice from such person or persons, CO r- 
puny or corporation, raise or remove said 
lines ( r wires so as to allow free and unob- 
structed passage of any such building, 
structure oredlilco, and if the said grantees 
shall neglect or refuse upon such notice to 
remove or raise such line or lines, said line 
or lines shall be removed or raised by the 
Btreot commissioner at the expense of said 
grantees so as to admit of the free passage 
of such building or other ediHco orstruo 
ture.

These values do not include tho lead, 
which, of course, will enhance values 
considerably. This return may appear 
very small, but when it is considered 
that the claims are being worked, as 
yet, only in a small way for develop- 
ment, and that only 10 per cent of it 
can be shipped owing to the cost of 
transportation, these figures, after . all, 
are very suggestive. Transportation to 
the lake is quite expensive, the means 
being by pack train. This brings us to 
the vital question on which the fortunes 
of the camp depend, viz.: transporta- 
tion. In the first place, wire or other 
tramways are tequirod to transport the 
ore from the various claims lo the lake. 
The most feasible scheme for this pur- 
pose would be for a company to be 
formed to build one or two trunk lines 
of wire trams, with branches wherever 
required, to extend to the various 
mines, By charging a reasonable toll 
an undertaking of this kind would soon 
be on a paying basis. Of course this 
would be prematura until railways were 
being constructed to the lake. 

NEED OF RAILWAYS, 
Re. railways. People hero have be- 
eomo thoroughly disgusted with the 
shuttling policy of the 0. P. R., and al- 
though, 1 understand that a party of 
engineers are survey ing a line, for them, 
from the Columbia to Nelson, very 
grave doubts arc entertained whether 
they will prosecute the building of that 
railway within a reasonable time. In 
any case, the short line ptoposcd will be 
temporary and soon superseded. Trans- 
portation in that way necessitates too 
frequent handling of ore or other freight. 
The cost will bo far greater than it 
should be for the successful handling of 
the bulk of our low grade ores. This 
lino will also connect with steam- 
ers from thence to Kevelstokc. During 
several months in tho winter these 
steamers will be unable to run, owing 
to ice, during which time we will be 
feeling as isolated as wo now are. It. 
follows, therefore, that until the CP. R. 
connect this by rail direct with their 
main line or the short line become a por- 
tion of the main line, it will not be a 
success. Any scheme, therefore, foi a 
railway from this point to the bound- 
ary ami connecting with American rail- 
ways should receive favorable considera- 
tion from the Government, 

Some fears appear to be entertained 
in other portions of the province that 
trade will thereby be diverted to the 
United States. I am convinced this 
fear is groundless in regard to goods. 
Most of our ores, however, must at 
present be worked south of the bound- 
ary, and until the C. P. R. and the 
Kevelstokc or other smelters can sliiiw 
that they can handle such ore as cheap- 
ly and smelt as successfully as Ameri- 
can roads and smelters, they will be 
unable to obtain tho ores from this 
camp. In the meantime a great injus- 
tice will be done us by opposing any 
Charter for railways connecting >vith 
American lines. And why should the 
prosperity of this district be delayed 
for any benefit of the C. P. R., the 
Kevelstokc smelter or any other corpo- 
rotinn which for selfish motives may 
wish the government to adopt a policy 
of non-intercourse with foreign coun- 
tries, and would be as brilliant a line of 
statesmanship as that in vogue in Ja- 
pan, thirty years ago. 

When smelters on this side are pre- 
pared to smell galena ores and produce 
lead let the federal Government pro- 
tect our mining and smelting industries 
by imposing a duty on manufactured 
lead fully equal to that imposed by the 
United States, thereby raising the price 
of load in Canada to the same value as 
it is in the United States. 

POLITICAL, 
Among other matters of current re- 
port here is that Mr. G. M. Sprout in- 
tends to stand for election to the Local 
House at the next general election. His 
pretensions in that direction are 
doomed to end in disappointment. The 
people here know him too well to dream 
of selecting him as their representative. 
Most likely he will have ililiiculty in se- 
curing supporters sufficient to sign his 
nomination papers. 

Mr. Sproat yet claims to be a stipen- 
diary magistrate, anil has been acting 
as such in the Small Debts Court. We 
supposed that Mr. Tunstall's appoint- 
ment cancelled all his offices; if not, the 
Government should attend to the mat- 
ter immediately and relegate him to the 
obscurity which he deserves. If be is a 
stipendiary magistrate, it is not right 
that he should act as counsel to people 
who may become involved in any legal 
disputes, and accept fees for so doing, 
which be has done in several cases. 

We would also like to know bow it is 
that on Mr. Sproat's going out of office 
all documents connected therewith were 
not handed over to his successor. 
Documents tiled with him- re the ob- 
taining of Crown grants to the Little 
Donald, several claims belonging to A. 
I). Wheeler and 1. F. Colloin, were re- 
tained by him, and not given up until 
Mr. Tunstull applied to him for them a 
short time ago, and he could give no 
account of the date of filing or other 
matters connected with them.
